at both ends, of the long-dreamed- 
6f overseas highway .between Key 
West and the mainland of Florida, 
a 
distance 
of approving tely

miles. 
Contracts signed by the county 
commissioners 
of 
this 
(Monroe) 
county call for construction of the 
roadways and bridges from Stock 
Island to Saddle Bunches and Die 
causeway and bridge from Key Lar­ 
go to Dade county. 
Approximately 
25 
miles of the 
road are provided for under the 
contracts just signed, about equally 
divided in distance at the two ends 
of the line. Stock Island, upon which 
the city of Key West is located, is 
about two and one-half miles from 
Boca Chica and the latter is approx­ 
imately one mile from Saddl? Bun­ 
ches, which with Sugar Loaf, will 
make It possible to extend the road 
for more than 
15 
miles without 
further bridging. After leaving Su­ 
gar Loaf going eastward another 
stretch of islands makes it possible 
to extend the road 20 miles or more 
with minimum bridging. 
The undertaking represent.; one of 
the most spectacular pieces of con­ 
struction in the country, aud its 
completion will match the famous 
overseas railroad built by the late 
Henry M. Flagler. The latter read, 
undertaken down the east coast of 
Florida about a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago, later was pushed on to 


this city by throwing up or coral 
rock from the bottom of the sea 
upon which to build the roadbed 
for mile after mile.

The fifth anniversary of the adop­ 
tion of the Wei mer constitution was 
not a great success in Germany, so 
far as it was .sought to make it a 
demonstration favorable to tlu- re­ 
public. Germany, it is concluded by 
observers of the event, failed 
to 
show ii is republican in sentiment. 
The conclusion probably is cor­ 
rect but should not be surprising. 
Germany, a defeated nation, hector­ 
ed and lectured ami made to eat 
tho bread of d ep en d in g by its vic­ 
torious rn iu Ii bors, could hardly be 
expected to throw up its hat for a 
government that has had to accept 
the terms impost ti upon it and to 
justify them to a people with tradi­ 
tions of a 
Bismarck and a Von 
Molke. 
These 
were 
very 
unfavor­ 
able conditions under which to try 
the republican experiment. 
Parliamentary genius Is a thing 
of slow growth at best; it is not 
very .strongly rooted even in France, 
where 
it 
began Under conditions 
similar to those now existing in 
Germany. Discipline is its first es­ 
sential, and the French found 
it 
hard to acquirt 
after being accus­ 
tomed to the heady wine of Napol­ 
eonic glory. The Germans will not 
find it easier. 
The notion that government is the 
business of the few* and the fit is 
the basis of the monarchist princi­ 
ple, only it doesn't follow that the 
few are always fit. People who have 
this notion are l i k e l y to think de­ 
mocracy puts government into the 
hands of the many and th 
unfit. 
That 
must be admitted to be a 
possible weakness of democracy; its 
I remedy is not monarchy but the ed­ 
ucation of a people to the point 
where the many are made fit. This 
is a process all democracies must 
go through; 
the American democ­ 
racy is dependent upon it as much 
as any other. 
The Germans have been too re­ 
cently released from the hands of 
the few who proved unfit, to make 
much of a job of self-government. 
The many in Germany are just a.4 
unfit as were the few, and democ­ 
racy, or what pastes for it there, is 
bungling almost as badly as mon­ 
archy did. It has no unanimity be­ 
hind it, no sure means of expres­ 
sion, not too much confidence in its 
own agents and an electorate with­ 
out any political background. Th? 
wonder is not that after only five 
years the republican theory has not 
worked out; the wonder will be lf 
it works out in a generation.
